Ex-racecourse boss 


A FORMER scrapyard boss has 
been ordered to pay more than 
£850,000 which a court has 
ruled were the proceeds of 
crime. 

Robert McGivern, 39, is currently 
serving a five-and-a-half year 
sentence imposed last September 
for money laundering, fraud and 
handling stolen goods. 

Now Judge David Goodin, sitting at 
Ipswich Crown Court, has ordered 
McGivern, who previously ran the 
Ponderosa scrapyard in Red Lodge, to pay 
more than £850,000 - the largest amount 
claimed from a convicted criminal in 
Suffolk. 

He will be forced to sell two houses in 
Newmarket he owns to raise the money. 

He was arrested after police and other 
agencies staged a major raid, codenamed 
Operation Basil, at the scrapyard and 
house on the site two years ago. Police 
found £465,000 in cash hidden under the 
bath of the house. 

Suffolk police will receive £159,000 of 
the total which will be used primarily to 
tackle serious and organised crime. 

The rest of the cash will go to the 
Government and other agencies involved 
in fighting crime. 

Det Supt Chris Mayhew said: “This order 
reflects the hard work of police financial 
investigators and CPS lawyers, and the 
level of criminal enterprise in this case.

Roads gridlocked 
after A14 van blaze 


AVAN fire on the A14 caused 
major traffic tailbacks across 
the region - and left New¬ 
market in gridlock. 

The vehicle loaded with 
furniture caught fire on the 
westbound carriageway at 
Swaffham Bulbeck at junction 36 at 
7.07am on Tuesday and closed two 
lanes. 

The road was closed for more 
than five hours until the remains of 
the van and its load were cleared. 

Traffic officers urged motorists to 
avoid the area but the road closure 
had already impacted on other 
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routes around the fire scene. 

Two people in the van escaped 
unhurt when the blaze broke out 
between Newmarket and the All 
junction. 

The Mercedes box van, believed 
to be owned by a Norwich firm, was 
destroyed in the fire together with 
the furniture it was carrying. 

Two lanes of the three-lane 
section were closed causing long 
tailbacks with some traffic diverting 
through Newmarket town centre. 


Firefighters from Newmarket and 
Cambridge tackled the blaze. 

The incident caused severe 
delays with travel time estimated at 
more than 70 minutes. And traffic 
was in gridlock on A1304 in 
Newmarket between Waterhall and 
the A142 Exeter Road junction. 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
Fire and Rescue Service said: “The 
van fire has been confirmed as 
accidental. It is believed to be a 
combination of a tyre blow out and 
hot brakes. 

“The fire service is advising 
motorists who discover a fire in 


their vehicle to stop and switch off 
the engine, release the bonnet but 
do not open it and get yourself and 
any passengers out of the vehicle 
and remain a safe distance away 

“Dial 999 and ask for the fire 
service. If you are unsure of your 
exact location, look for nearby 
landmarks or road signs. 

“Defects in wiring and batteries 
are the biggest cause of accidental 
vehicle fires, and it is a good idea to 
regularly check wiring and fuel 
lines for wear and tear to reduce the 
risk of a fire breaking out in the first 
place.”

rejected by planners 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build new homes on allotment 
land have again been rejected 
by council planners. 

The scheme to build on the land at 
St John’s Avenue, Newmarket, is 
opposed by people living nearby who 
are concerned about parking and road 
safety as the site is almost opposite 
Ditton Lodge Primary School which is 
undergoing a £3 million expansion 
scheme. 

The controversy has raged for 
around six years and now a second 
application for planning permission

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to be submitted to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council has been 
rejected by planners. 

Part of the site includes former 
allotment land which was “given up” 
by the Newmarket Allotment 
Association more than 10 years ago 
when there was less interest in 
“growing your own”. 

But Forest Heath District Council, 
which owned the land, subsequently 
sold it to Kings Forest Housing - and 


included some allotments that were 
still being used for growing vegetables. 

It is understood that the allotment 
holders affected - around three plot 
holders - have accepted 
compensation of £1,000 each. 

One of the grounds for refusing the 
latest application for planning 
permission is that no replacement 
allotments have been offered. 

The council’s planners have also 
ruled that there are not enough 
parking spaces included in the 
scheme. 

Garsham Robertson, who chairs the 
Crockfords Residents’ Association, 


said: “Although we feel we have been 
granted another stay of execution, 
there still appears to be a general 
move by the authorities to not face or 
acknowledge very real safety fears and 
that yet again it is proof that the 
ultimate end point has been pre¬ 
ordained by a very dubious land sale 
back in 2004.” 

He said he was concerned that 
traffic associated with the school was 
not being taken into account when 
considering the scheme to build 21 
new homes and had taken up the 
issue with Jim Paice, MP for South- 
East Cambridgeshire.

“It should serve as a warning 
that crime does not pay and 
that we will pursue offenders 
not only through prosecution, 
but then by the confiscation of 
assets gained through crim¬ 
inality. 

“Suffolk Constabulary is 
committed to tackling organ¬ 
ised crime groups and ensuring 
that any criminal benefits and 
assets are taken from them.” 

McGivern contested the 
amount claimed by the police 
and said that the houses in 
Newmarket had been bought 
with legitimate proceeds of his 
business. 

But prosecutor John Farmer 
said he had made more than 
£1.3 million from his criminal 
activities. 

He said it had taken 
investigators a year to uncover 
McGivern’s assets, which 
included land he owns in 
Ireland. 

Matthew Gowan, McGivern’s 
barrister, argued that the cash 
found in the police raid had 
been made from McGivern’s 
legitimate business - although 
he had paid no income tax or 
VAT. 

Judge Goodin ordered that 
£850,905 should be paid in the 
next six months or an extra four 
years will be added to 
McGivern’s sentence. 


Plea for part of multi-storey 
car park to be closed at night 


PART of Newmarket’s multi¬ 
storey car park could be 
closed at night to stop 
vandalism and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Forest Heath District 
Council is considering a 
suggestion that all except the 
open ground floor area of the 
car park should be closed off 
with barriers at night. 

The suggestion has come 
from the recently-formed 
Newmarket Retailers’ Asso¬ 
ciation which has also asked 
that the top floor of the car 
park be allocated as long- 
stay parking for workers at 
businesses in the town 
centre. 

The NRA would 
administer any such scheme 
in which workers would have 
to pay for a season ticket - at 
the council’s set charging 
rate. 


But the association would 
keep 20 per cent of the cash 
paid for permits to help 
finance other projects to 
promote and improve shop¬ 
ping in the town. The 
remaining 80 per cent would 
go to the council. 

The association has also 
asked for short stay parking 
to be extended to four hours 
from the current three-hour 
limit. 

A report to councillors 
suggests that the cost of 
installing barriers to close 
the car park at night would 
be around £150,000. 

The car park has suffered 
from vandalism and graffiti 
and two incidents in which 
cars have been set alight 
causing damaged. 

There are currently no 
charges for parking over¬ 
night. 


The scheme to close most 
of the car park and hand 
over the 98 spaces on the top 
floor for the NRA to operate 
could take effect from early 
next year. 

Members of the council’s 
community services com¬ 
mittee will consider the 
issue at a meeting on 
Tuesday. 

They will also consider the 
controversial proposals for 
residents’ parking schemes 
and the possibility of an 
overnight trial scheme in 
Rous Road and All Saints 
Road. 

The council is proposing 
to bring in residents’ parking 
schemes in 2011/12 - 
subject to necessary funding 
from Suffolk County 
Council. 


Fear for community centre’s future 


A PROPOSED extension to a 
village school could affect 
the future of a community 
centre. 

The school, at Beck Row, 
is to be extended with two 
classrooms as part of 
Suffolk County Council’s 
switch to two-tier edu¬ 
cation. 

From next autumn chil¬

Community Association has 
its centre in the school 
grounds.

Book tracks history of old railway 


THE trials and tribulations of the early 
days of the railway in Newmarket are 
recorded in a new book compiled from 
newspaper reports and official records. 

Historical researcher David 
Occomore has just published Along the 
Line which uses some material which 
has not previously been published. 

Mr Occomore, who lives in Burwell, 
has previously edited books for 
Newmarket Local History Society 
including When Newmarket went to 
War and One Afternoon in February - 
personal accounts of the bombing of 
Newmarket during the Second World 
War. He also published, on his own 
behalf, News from Newmarket compiled 
from historical accounts. 

His latest work covers the arrival of 
the railway in Newmarket from first 
discussions about the project in 1845 to 
1914. 

Work started on constructing the line, 
which originally ran from Great 


Chesterford to Newmarket in 1846 
when the first “sod” was cut by 10- 
year-old Christopher William 
Jeaffreson, son of Harriet and William 
Piggott, who lived at Dullingham Hall. 

The ceremony was carried out about 
a mile from Dullingham Hall, near the 
site of the present Dullingham station. 

A newspaper report at the time spoke 
of up to 3,000 men being employed in 
building the 16 miles of track in time for 
the October race meetings the next year. 

The trains were originally operated 
by the Newmarket Railway Company 
which ran into financial problems in 
1850 with debts still being owned to the 
contractor who built the line - a Mr 
Jackson. 

The operation of the trains 
subsequently passed to the Eastern 
Counties Railway. 

An early incident on the line was 
reported in The Times on May 17,1848. 
It told how a train stopped at 


Dullingham and the engine and brake 
carriage were uncoupled so that more 
wagons could be attached. 

But the detached carriages, which 
had no brakes, ran back down an 
incline to the Newmarket station where 
four people were seriously injured by 
the force of the impact. 

Another bizarre incident was reported 
in May 1852 when the railway was used 
for the staging of an illegal prize fight 
with the boxers and spectators 
travelling from London on a specially 
arranged train. 

At Six Mile Bottom the crowd of 200 
broke up amid cries of “the Peelers, the 
Peelers”. The fight later resumed at 
Warren Hill after attempts to hold it at 
Mildenhall but it was again broken up 
by the police.

The news comes one month 
after it was short-listed in the 
acute care category at NHS East 
of England’s Health and Social 
Care awards. 

Patients are receiving a more 
efficient, faster and safer 
rehabilitation, while the length 


of their hospital stay has 
reduced from 12 days to just 
three or four. 

Willem Schenk, consultant 
orthopaedic surgeon at the 
hospital, said: “The Joint Care 
Programme was quite unique in 
the UK when it was introduced, 
and has been developed and 
refined since to bring huge 
benefits to those undergoing 
this surgery 

“It places an emphasis on 
empowering the patients to 
help themselves and each other 


and gives them the opportunity 
to share their experiences and 
offer advice to help each other 
overcome problems. 

“This approach has been 
really well received by our 
patients, who have given us 
some fantastic feedback about 
the service.

Engineer banned from road for drink driving 


AN engineer who served in the Royal Navy 
for almost 25 years has been banned from 
the road after being caught drink driving. 

William Browne, 46, had drunk three 
pints of beer when police spotted him 
swerving his vehicle in Fordham Road, 
Soham. 

Browne, who works as a maintenance 
engineer at the Genome Campus in 
Hinxton, was stopped and admitted to 
officers that he had been drinking. 


At Ely Police Station he gave a breath test 
reading of 58 micrograms of alcohol in JOO 
millilitres of breath. The legal limit is 35 
micrograms. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “It was 
at about J0.J5pm on September 3 when 
officers spotted a Ford Mondeo swerving in 
the road. Browne was stopped and 
admitted he had drunk three pints of beer 
before getting behind the wheel.” 

Browne, of Northfield Park, Soham, last 


week pleaded guilty at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court to a charge of driving a motor vehicle 
whilst above the legal alcohol limit. 

Unrepresented in court, he said: “I now 
work as a maintenance engineer at the 
Genome Campus and if I lose my licence I 
am likely to lose my job as well as my 
house.” 

Magistrates banned Browne from driving 
for J2 months. He was also fined £200 and 
ordered to pay £80 court costs.

Former farm boss hanged himself 


Let us put the 
record straight 

Sir, Can we put Alfred Rawlings (Letters, 
September 16) straight on some 
elementary matters? 

Space does not permit this letter to 
identify all the brownfield sites that could 
be used for development in Newmarket, 
rather than using die Greenfield site, 
Hatchfield Farm. 

However, a single telephone call by 
FHDC to Barton Willmore, planning 
consultants, could provide them with 
chapter and verse. The trouble is, FHDC 
appears not to want to know the truth. It 
is extremely inconvenient to it. As 
council taxpayers and Newmarket’s 
residents, we should all ask “Why”? 

Mr Rawlings is also wrong about The 
Gables. It was not a brownfield site, it was 
a garden with around 50 mature trees. 
Save Historic Newmarket Action Group 
(SHNAG) did not object to building at 
The Gables. SHNAG objected to the 
design of the monstrosity that is now 
there. 

It is true that SHNAG objected to the 
planning application for the Technical 
Institute but far from objecting to the 
Majestic Wine Store, SHNAG gave vital 
support to it. Indeed, if it were not for the 
support it gave, the pleasing in-keeping 
building, which is currendy under 
construction, would not be there. 

Finally, SHNAG is not objecting to 
development at Rockfield House. It is 
simply concerned that, in a conservation 
area, something comparable to the 
calamitous Meridian Garden Flats might 
spring up with the consequence that the 
Bury Road Conservation Area would be 
further vandalised by hideous and 
unsalable buildings. 

With regard to Hatchfield Farm, FHDC is 
spending thousands of pounds 
defending the core strategy and 
wantonly spending council taxpayers’ 
money on a cause, which councillors 
have indirecdy kicked out already. 
Councillors have unanimously rejected 
Lord Derby’s application. It is not 
possible, in logic or good faith, having 
done this, simultaneously to argue that 
the Newmarket part of the core strategy 
is sound. To leave that core strategy in 
place is simply to allow the very 
application, which has just been 
unanimously rejected, to be re¬ 
submitted and succeed at the second 
time of asking. 

While complaining about the cost of 
objecting to the “obscene” (as described 
by our former MP) Hatchfield Farm 
Development, council taxpayers maybe 
interested to know that on Wednesday, 
September 16, FHDC supported Lord 
Derby’s application to be made a party to 
the Judicial Review filed by five of the 
largest employers in Newmarket (Jockey 
Club Estates, Tattersalls, Darley, 
Godolphin, Newmarket Trainers 
Federation) and SHNAG and Unex. Four 
members of FHDC, David Burnip (CEO), 
Nigel McCurdy (director, strategic 
services), Peter Heard (in-house lawyer) 
and Marie Smith (forward planning 
manager) attended the hearing at 
council taxpayer's expense although they 
were not needed to make any contrib¬ 
ution to the hearing. FHDC’s costs are 
unknown at this point. Lord Derby 
attempted to claim costs of £18,000. The 
costs of SHNAG et al were £1,250. 

If Mr Rawlings considers our time, 
money and effort spent to save 
Newmarket from council vandalisation 
and the monumental increase in 
population, traffic etc, which will result 
from building Hatchfield Farm as 
wasted, one wonders why he chooses to 
live in Newmarket at all.

A SEX offender was 
jailed for six months for 
having contact with a 
child as a result of a new 
scheme aimed at pro¬ 
tecting children from 
paedophiles. 

The Child Sex Offender 
Disclosure Process (CSODP) 
has been hailed a success a 
month after it was launched 
in Suffolk. 

It allows parents, carers and 
guardians to make enquiries 
about people who are in 
contact with children. 

The scheme comes under 
the banner ‘Keeping Children 
Safe’, with eight applications 
made so far. 

Four have led to full dis¬ 
closure, with one resulting in 
a 55-year-old registered sex 
offender given a six-month 
prison sentence. 

In two cases, Suffolk police 
have worked closely with 
other forces where the 
mother and child concerned 
lived in a neighbouring 
county.

McCallum, from the force’s 
public protection directorate, 
said: “The scheme represents 
a valuable addition to existing 
child safeguarding measures 
and will enhance the efforts 
of all agencies and the public 
to keep children safe.” 

If individuals are found to 
have child sex offence con¬ 
victions and pose a serious 
threat to a child, then infor¬ 
mation may be disclosed to 
the child’s parent, carer or 
guardian. 

Disclosure cannot be 
guaranteed in all cases, but 
the safeguarding of children 
will be the key-determining 
factor. 

The timescale for the com¬ 
plete process is no more than 
45 days. 

Four police forces initially 
piloted the scheme in Sep¬ 
tember 2008, with a further 
20, including Suffolk, adopt¬ 
ing the scheme in August.

uproar among residents, 
shopkeepers and bus¬ 
iness owners who feared 
it would lead to a rise in 
crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Police also raised 
concerns and have spent 
the past few weeks in 
talks with ECDC. 

Cllr Peter Cresswell, 
chairman of the comm¬ 
unity services committee, 
hopes the new coverage 
system will “meet the 
needs of everyone”. 

He said: “The safety of 
the people who live and 
work in our district is of 
paramount importance 
and I am extremely 
pleased we are making 
real progress to achieve 
this goal.” 

As part of the new 


system, CCTV coverage 
will be shifted from 
Cambridge to Ely police 
station, where officers 
and fully-trained volun¬ 
teers can monitor 
screens. 

All four authorities 
believe it will provide a 
more localised, accurate 
and effective service. 

They are also asking 
anyone interested in 
becoming a CCTV vol¬ 
unteer to come forward. 

The mayor of Ely, Cllr 
Brian Ashton, said the 
turnaround was 
“excellent” news and 
added: “The city council 
is delighted to take such 
an active role in the 
running of the localised 
CCTV scheme. 

“It is truly excellent 
news that this is now to 
be based in Ely and it is 
especially good that the 
equipment and monit¬ 
oring capacity will be 


based at the police 
station.” 

Inspector Andy Bart¬ 
lett, Ely’s sector in¬ 
spector, said: “The 
introduction of this new 
CCTV service is great 
news for the people of 
Soham and Ely. 

“CCTV not only 
assists in the detection 
of crime but also acts as 
a deterrent.” 

Cllr Anne Tuite, chair¬ 
man of Soham Town 
Council, said the coun¬ 
cil fully supported the 
plans. 

Although only in the 
early stages, it is hoped 
the new system could 
be introduced next 
month.

They will now go to the British 


Museum for an assessment of their 
value. But Mildenhall Museum has 
expressed an interest in acquiring 
the coins for display. 

Faye Minter, senior finds 
recording officer for Suffolk County 
Council’s archaeology service, told 
the hearing that the coins, known as 
siliquae, were found in February by 
Steve Foster, a metal detectorist. 

He will share the value of the 
coins with the owner of the land 
where they were found. 

Ms Minter said 62 similar coins 
had been found in the same area in 


three previous finds - two in 2002 
and one in 2001. 

Other coins from the same 
“hoard” had been acquired by 
Mildenhall Museum. 

“It was not unusual for people to 
hide their valuables at this unstable 
time which was towards the end of 
Roman legislation and the empire,” 
she said. 

But she added the finds were not 
as significant as the Hoxne hoard 
which was discovered in Suffolk in 
1992. Over 15,000 gold and silver 
Roman coins were found then. 



Lord Derby is 
the winner In 
High Court bid 


THE first round of a 
legal battle over 
controversial plans 
for 1,200 new homes 
in Newmarket has 
been won by Lord 
Derby, who wants 
the houses built on 
his land. 

Leaders of the town’s 
racing industry, who are 
fighting the scheme, had 
tried to prevent him 
joining with Forest 
Heath District Council 
in resisting their legal 
challenge to the coun¬ 
cil’s development strat¬ 
egy for the next 20 years. 

But High Court judge 
Lord Carlile of Berriew 
QC ruled that Lord 
Derby could join with 
the council to resist the 
challenge by the Save 
Historic Newmarket 
group, racehorse 
auctioneers Tattersalls, 
the Jockey Club Estate 
and many of the town’s 
leading trainers and 
racehorse owners in¬ 
cluding Sheikh Moham¬ 
med, ruler of Dubai.

They have argued that 
the development of 160 
acres of land at Hatch- 
field Farm, between the 
A14 and Fordham Road, 
will end the town’s 
unique status as racing’s 
headquarters. 

Their barrister, 
Charles Banner, told the 
High Court that there 
was “a strongly arguable 
case” that Forest Heath 
District Council's 
decision in May to 
allocate Lord Derby's 
land for new homes 
violates principles of 
European law. 

But Lord Derby’s 
barrister Jonathan Karas 
QC argued that Lord 
Derby’s commercial 
interests will be “directly 
affected” by the out¬ 
come of the case and 
the judge accepted that 
it would be “just and 
appropriate” for the 
peer’s arguments to be 
heard in court. 

Lord Carlile urged the 


council to “get on” with 
preparing evidence so 
that the case could be 
heard as soon as poss¬ 
ible. 

But he turned down a 
further application from 
the racing industry to 
suspend the council’s 
development policy 
pending the full hearing 
- expected to be in 
October or November. 

Rachel Hood, spokes¬ 
woman for the racing 
alliance, said after the 
hearing: “We are 

appalled. This property 
speculator stands to 
make millions. 

“It is quite improper 
in our opinion for a 
council to ally itself with 
a speculator against the 
overwhelming wishes of 
the people they repre¬ 
sent and who are foot¬ 
ing the bill. We shall 
continue to do every¬ 
thing to stop any build¬ 
ing on Hatchfield Farm.” 

A spokeswoman for 
the district council said 
they did not wish to 
comment on the out¬ 
come of the hearing. 


Email may cost council 


A ROGUE email which made “totally 
untrue” allegations about a Newmarket 
company could lead to “substantial” 
libel and costs bills against a council. 

Andrew Holman and his company, 
Inspired Services Publishing Ltd, sued 
Suffolk County Council over an email 
circulated by one of its employees to 
others on April 23,2008. 

London’s High Court heard that the 
“serious allegations and innuendo” 
contained in the message prompted a 
complaint from Mr Holman and the 
council carried out a comprehensive 
investigation. 

Phillip Gale, for Mr Holman and his 
company, said the council concluded all 
the allegations and insinuations were 


“completely without foundation and 
totally untrue”. 

He said the council has agreed to pay 
a “substantial” sum in damages along 
with legal costs for Mr Holman and his 
company. 

Mrs Justice Sharp said the council 
made a “sincere and unreserved 
apology” to Mr Holman for the hurt and 
embarrassment and the damage to him 
and Inspired Services. 

Victoria Shore, for the council, 
stressed its sincere regrets and apologies 
for the distress caused. 

Mr Gale told the judge that now his 
client and his company were “properly 
vindicated”, they are content to let the 
matter rest.

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Former hostage looks back 
on months of mental torture 



T rapped in a 
shadowy 
basement, staring 
at the bolted door in 
front of him, Robin 
Plummer was mired in 
despair. Held hostage in 
Libya, the Royston man 
had suffered months of 
mental torture: he’d 
been thrown into 
solitary confinement, 
interrogated at 
gunpoint, forced to 
witness brutal beatings 
... now the 33-year- 
old could feel the last 
rays of hope fading 
away - and his hard- 
kept grip on sanity 
starting to slide. 

“Every time you take an 
emotional hit - every time 
you realise, yet again, that 
you’re not going home-it 
pushes you further and 
further and further down, and 
then, one day, you realise 
you’ve reached rock 
bottom,” explains Robin. 

“I got to the point where I 
was literally seconds away 
from having a total mental 
breakdown: I was actually 
counting the seconds out 
loud, to stop myself from 
cracking. 

“I’ve heard other people 
say they look back on being 
held hostage and it just feels 
like a bad dream. It doesn’t 
feel that way to me. Even 
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now, 25 years on, it feels 
very, very real.” 

Robin, now in his 50s, is 
about to publish a memoir of 
his time in captivity. Titled A 
Brush With Madness, it’s set 
to hit bookstores this 
autumn. 

“I started writing the book 
in 1990; it’s taken me 20 
years to finish it,” says the 
father-of-four. “I can’t say it’s 
been an easy process. 

“My wife says that, when 
I’ve been writing or talking 
about that time in my life, I’m 
completely unmanageable for 
three days afterwards. I 
didn’t have an emotional 
response to it at the time, but 
now, all these years later, I do 
feel very emotional. There’s 
no doubt it had a huge 
impact on me, and on the 
rest of my life.” 

At the time of his capture, 
in May 1984, Robin was 
working as an overseas 
engineer for BT. “I can 
remember being really 
excited about going to 
Libya,” he reflects. “At the 
time it seemed like a great 
adventure...” 

Robin, his wife and young 
children had been in Tripoli 
for little over a year when 
British relations with Libya 
took a sharp turn for the 
worse: first, four Libyan 
terrorists were arrested; then 
WPC Yvonne Fletcher was 


gunned down in London, 
while policing an anti-Gaddafi 
demo outside the Libyan 
Embassy. 

Soon after, back in the 
Libyan capital, Robin was 
stopped fora minor traffic 
offence; within a matter of 
hours, armed men had 
arrived at his office, dragged 
him away for questioning and 
then locked him in a 
basement. “It took me three 
days to work out what was 
happening, to realise I was 
being held hostage: at first I 
kept telling myself it was all a 
mistake, that someone would 
come and rescue me,” he 
says. “In fact it was a case 
of tit-for-tat: the British had 
arrested Libyan terrorists, so 
the Libyans arrested me. I 
was being used as a pawn in 
a very big game.” 

Robin had been on his 
way to a party when he took 
a wrong turning and was 
stopped by men wielding 
machine guns; before he 
knew what was happening, 
he’d been smacked in the 
face with a gun, hauled from 
the car by his hair and his all- 
important British ID taken. 
Although he was allowed to 
go free that night, come 
Monday morning more 
armed men arrived at his 
office - and so his nine- 
month incarceration began. 

“I can still remember 
going into that basement for 
the first time: there was just 
enough light to read by, a 
rubber mattress, a couple of 


blankets,” recounts Robin. “I 
had never felt so alone and 
hopeless in my whole life. I 
was shaking, I couldn’t 
breathe properly... but, 
somehow, I forced myself to 
get a grip. 

“I was determined to stay 
strong: they could have 
broken every bone in my 
body and I wouldn’t even 
have told them my middle 
name.” 

Robin’s strength of 
character had, he admits, 
already been severely tested 
as a younger man: “badly 
smashed up” in a road 
accident in his 20s, he 
almost lost a leg and spent 
five months in hospital. 
Thanks to a combination of 
treatment and his own gritty 
determination, he learned to 
walk again. 

Kept in solitary 
confinement for 10 long 
weeks, even accompanied to 
the toilet by armed guards, 
Robin initially had no idea 
what was going on in the 
outside world. For Pat, his 
wife, and their three little 
children, it was a terrifying 
time: Pat was back home in 
Britain when Robin was 
captured - the first she heard 
of his arrest was a phone call 
from the British consul. 

From that moment on, Pat 
toiled tirelessly for Robin’s 
release, lobbying politicians 
- including Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher - and 
mounting a media campaign. 

Robin says there were

many tough times. In 
particular, he recalls a man 
being viciously beaten on the 
floor of the room above him. 
“It was as if they were letting 
me know what I was in for,” 
he shudders. When the 
beating finally came to an 
end, the victim was brought 
into Robin’s cell; black, blue 
and with broken legs, he was, 
says Robin, a pitiable and 
terrifying sight. 

Gradually, more British 
hostages were taken. Robin 
says their arrival at the 
crumbling mansion, where he 
was imprisoned, helped save 
his sanity. “I can’t tell you 
what a difference it made, 
just having someone there to 
look up and smile at 
occasionally,” he says. 
“People don’t understand 
how horrendous solitary 
confinement is: it’s torture. 

“The purpose of torture is 
to cause pain, isn’t it? And 
solitary confinement is the 
worst thing you can do to 
anybody.” 

A critical moment came 
part-way through his 
imprisonment, when Robin 
was briefly left unguarded. 
There was, he explains, a 
fleeting opportunity to 
escape, to throw caution - 
and fears of being gunned- 
down in the attempt - to the 
wind. 


“Which decision took more 
courage?” he ponders. “To 
go and risk getting shot - and 
lose my beautiful children 
their father? Or to stay and 
face who knew what? I 
thought of my children, I 
weighed it up and I went back 
to my room. 

“No hero to me is he who 
gains honours by easy 
shedding of blood. The true 
hero is he who continues to 
function effectively whilst 
terrified out of his wits.” 

Overtime, the hostages 
were afforded some 
comforts, including a radio, a 
bridge set and a supply of 
books (in total, Robin read 
150 books during his 
internment). Robin received 
five precious letters from Pat, 
though none of his replies 
were ever sent. 

Eventually, seven months 
into his ordeal, the Libyans 
conceded Robin and his 
fellow captives had 
committed no punishable 
offence and were, indeed, 
being held hostage. 
Negotiations for their release 
began in earnest-and 
special envoy Terry Waite, 
later taken hostage himself in 
Beirut, entered the fray. Pat 
was even able to visit Robin. 

“The first we knew of our 
release was a snatch of news 


we picked up on the radio,” 
he says. “The newsreader 
said: ‘The hostages who’ve 
been held in Libya for almost 
nine months can expect to 
hear good news tomorrow’.” 

The captives were 
subsequently freed - and 
Robin arrived back on British 
soil on February 7,1985. 
Walking off the plane at 
Gatwick, to be greeted by 
both his family and the 
world’s press, was, Robin 
reflects, an amazing moment. 

Robin admits that the 
events of 1984-5 put an 
incredible strain on his 
marriage to Pat. They later 
divorced and, tragically, she 
died in her 40s of multiple 
sclerosis. 

But, ever determined, 

Robin went on to work 
overseas once more and run 
his own business. He has 
also remarried; he and Rachel 
have an 11-year-old daughter, 
Rhiannon. 

“Writing this story wasn’t 
easy, but it was something I 
felt I wanted to do,” says 
Robin. “The experience has 
left its mark on me, yes, but 
I’m still here, I’m essentially 
unharmed and my children 
still have a father. 

“Looking back on it all 
makes those facts seem all 
the more remarkable.”

Smoke alarm saves 
woman in house fire 


A WOMAN'S life was saved after a 
smoke detector warned her of a 
fire in her home. 

The smoke detector had been fitted 
just 10 days earlier as part of a Suffolk 
County Council scheme called 
Homeshield Plus. 

The woman was treated in hospital for 
smoke inhalation after the incident at 
her home in Lakenheath, according to 
Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service. 

Paul Field, fire service community 
safety manager, said: “The lady in 
Fakenheath had been referred to us as 
part of the Homeshield Plus initiative. 

“We were able to carry out a free home 
fire safety check and free smoke 
detectors were fitted as part of this 
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process. This occurred just 10 days 
before the incident at her home and this 
is what most likely saved her life. 

“This incident could have been much 
worse without the provision of a working 
smoke detector. 

“We cannot emphasise enough the 
importance of fitting and maintaining 
smoke detectors in the home. 

“If a fire occurs at night when 
occupants are sleeping it is likely that 
they will be overcome by toxic smoke. 

“We don’t want to add anyone else to 
our fatal statistics. 

“Additionally the use of domestic 


sprinklers has increased in recent years 
and Suffolk Fire and Rescue Service 
recommend these are installed in 
domestic premises. 

“The provision of a sprinkler system 
can detect and extinguish a fire in the 
very early stages, preventing the fire 
spreading causing injury and property 
damage. 

“This is extremely useful in cases 
where occupiers may suffer mobility 
problems and are unable to escape the 
premises unaided.”

Crashed plane turns 
out to be a model 

A MAJOR emergency was triggered 
after a motorist on the A14 reported 
seeing a plane crash.

But 
after the helicopter was sent to the area 
we discovered it was just a model and 
scaled down the operation by 2.30pm.”

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Sports bar drinks licence appeal is withdrawn 


A NIGHT-club owner has dropped an 
appeal against the refusal of a licence for 
a new late-night sports bar he intended to 
open. 

Seamus McConalogue, who owns the 
Newmarket High Street building which 
contains Innocence night club and 
Heaven lap dance club, wanted to open 
the new bar in the same building. 

He told councillors in May that he 


intended to run the new bar himself, 
although he is not involved with the 
running of the other two clubs. 

Originally he asked for a licence to 
3.30am, but told Forest Heath District 
Council’s licensing act sub-committee 
that he would be willing to close at 2am 
with “last orders” at 1.30am. 

He said he was intending to spend 
£250,000 to refurbish a near-derelict part 


of the building to create the new bar 
which would provide jobs for around 25 
people. 

But police objected to his plans on the 
grounds that an additional late-night 
drinking establishment in the High Street 
would add to existing problems of street 
violence and anti-social behaviour. 

The three-man panel of councillors 
agreed and refused the application for a 


licence for the club which would have 
had a capacity of 250. 

He subsequently lodged an appeal to 
magistrates in a bid to overturn the 
councillors’ decision. The appeal was due 
to have been heard by magistrates sitting 
at Sudbury last Thursday, but the hearing 
did not take place. A court official said a 
letter withdrawing the appeal was 
received last month. 


Paralysed 
Tanya enjoys 
skydive buzz 


A WOMAN who is 
wheelchair-bound 
after an horrific car 
crash said her first 
parachute jump for 
charity was “absol¬ 
utely brilliant” 

Tanya Hawes, 35, was 
paralysed from the neck 
down after being involved 
in a car accident 10 years 
ago.

One minute you’re able to 
do all the normal things 
like walking and eating 
and then all of a sudden 
you can’t. 

“I’ve been determined 
not to let my disabilities 
stop me doing things ever 
since the accident 
happened and now I want 
to thank the Spinal 
Injuries Association. 

“I’m just so grateful that 
Tracey is as crazy as me 
and was willing to do it 
with me. 


“We want to raise as 
much money as we can 
and raise the profile of the 
association at the same 
time.” 

By doing the parachute 
jump in Peterborough, the 
pair hope to raise £2,000. 

Tanya said: “Between us 
we have raised £1,000 so

Plea over 
betting 
levy drop 

LEADERS OF Newmarket’s 
horseracing industry are 
backing a campaign to 
reverse the dramatic drop 
in financial support 
through the Government’s 
betting levy. 

The racecourse and 
trainers have called for the 
Government to close loop¬ 
holes which allow book¬ 
making firms to avoid 
paying the betting levy. 

They are supporting the 
campaign called Racing 
United: Campaign for a Fair 
Levy which is based around 
a new charter for the 
industry. 

Funding from the betting 
levy has dropped from £115 
million in 2008 to £75 
million this year. 

Simon Bazalgette, chief 
executive of The fockey 
Club, which operates 
Newmarket and Hunt¬ 
ingdon racecourses, along 
with 12 other leading 
racecourses in the UK, said: 
“British racing is the second 
most attended sport in the 
UK. More people are going 
racing, we are generating 
more media interest and 
column inches, but instead 
of receiving increased 
income from the betting 
industry’s profit from 
British racing, their pay¬ 
ments via the levy have 
fallen dramatically. 

“We need to make swift 
adjustments to the system 
so we can focus our 
energies solely on attracting 
more fans to this thrilling 
sport and all the livelihoods 
that it supports.” 

Mark Tompkins, who 
chairs Newmarket Trainers 
Federation, said: “All 
trainers rely for their 
livelihoods on the levy. It 
must be set at a correct and 
fair level with bookmakers 
making a realistic 
contribution to the industry 
upon which they also 
depend.”

Test to help 
blindness in

SCIENTISTS working for an 
animal charity have developed a 
test to reduce blindness in 
Golden Retrievers. 

Research at the Animal Health Trust, 
based at Kentford, has led to the 
identification of a mutation which 
causes progressive retinal atrophy (PRA) 
in the breed. 

The research, which is part-funded by 
the Kennel Club Charitable Trust, will 
enable breeders to identify dogs which 
carry the mutation and avoid breeding 
from them. 

It follows the creation of the Kennel 
Club Genetics Centre with a £1.2 million 
grant from the club’s charitable trust. 
Scientists at the centre are researching 25 
inherited diseases in dogs in the next five 
years. 

It has already developed a DNA test to 
identify a mutation that causes sight 
problems in more than 12 breeds of dog, 
including Miniature Bull Terriers, lack 
Russell Terriers, Parson Russell Terriers 
and Patterdale Terriers. 

A new DNA test has been identified by 
the AHT to identify Golden Retrievers 
which are carriers of the mutation which 
causes PRA.

Plea over guide 
for county walks 

A NEW project is being launched to help 
wheelchair users and disabled people 
enjoy the beautiful Suffolk countryside. 

Disability charity Optua and the partner 
organisations of Healthy Ambitions 
Suffolk, which include the county council 
and NHS Suffolk, are planning a new 
guide for walks accessible for wheelchair 
users and other disabled people. 

They want suggestions for walks, 
whether it is a short riverside walk or 
something more challenging. 

Each walk must to be checked for 
accessibility, including its suitability for 
people with sensory impairments. 

Linda Hoggarth, chairman of Optua, 
said: “Although there is plenty of 
information available about the hundreds 
of wonderful walks in Suffolk, there is very 
little information about walks accessible 
for wheelchair users and people with 
restricted mobility and that could also be 
enjoyed by people with sensory impair¬ 
ments. 

“We know of some walks which are 
wheelchair accessible but would love to 
hear from other wheelchair users who 
know of walks or places which we could 
include in a new guide. 

“We’d also like to hear from anyone who 
would be interested in checking out the 
accessibility of these walks - for example, 
if the paths are mostly level and whether 
there are nearby accessible toilets and 
parking.” 

David Falk, countryside development 
manager at Suffolk County Council, said: 
“I am delighted so many people are 
pulling together to make it happen. 

“This guide will really help to open up 
Suffolk to all people wanting to get out 
and about.”

Cathryn Mellersh, head of canine 
genetics at the AHT, said: “Our research 
shows that this mutation is present in 
the UK Golden Retriever population, so 
it’s likely that several hundred new 
carriers are being born each year and 
those Golden Retrievers are invariably 
going blind as a result. 

“Without the support of the Golden 
Retriever Breed Council and many 
Golden Retriever owners who have 
provided DNA samples for us to analyse, 
we wouldn’t have been able to make this 
significant breakthrough.” 

Mike Townsend, chairman of the 
Kennel Club Charitable Trust, said: “This 
is a real breakthrough and one which we 
hope will help to prevent blindness in 
many Golden Retrievers in the years to 
come. 

“Every dog deserves to lead a healthy, 
happy life and it is important that we do 
all we can to ensure that future 
generations are given this opportunity. 
Our knowledge about inherited diseases 
in dogs is growing every day and the 
development of DNA tests such as this 
one allows breeders to ensure that the 
healthiest genes are passed down 
through the generations.”

IT has been almost four years 
since Will Ferrell starred in 
Stranger Than Fiction, and 
thankfully, the Saturday Night 
Live stalwart rediscovers some 
of his lustre in The Other Guys. 
Directed and co-written by 
Adam McKay, who previously 
made Talladega Nights: The 
Ballad Of Ricky Bobby and 
Anchorman - The Legend Of 
Ron Burgundy, this intentionally 
ludicrous buddy cop movie 
pairs Ferrell with a hilariously 
self-mocking Mark Wahlberg. 
Explosive action sequences 
collide with polished one-liners 
and some amusing supporting 
performances, like Michael 
Keaton as the beleaguered 
police chief, who works a 
second job to pay for his son’s 
university education “so he can 
explore his bisexuality and 
become a DJ”. 

Detectives PK Highsmith 
(Samuel L Jackson) and 
Christopher Danson (Dwayne 
Johnson) are the golden boys 
of the NYPD, monopolising 


newspaper headlines with their 
gung-ho antics. 

When the two officers are 
sidelined, hot-headed Terry 
Hoitz (Mark Wahlberg) and his 
mild-mannered partner Allen 
Gamble (Will Ferrell) vie with 
rival detectives Fosse (Damon 
Wayans Jr) and Martin (Rob 
Riggle) to lead the team. 

“I’m a peacock. You’ve got to 
let me fly!” Terry implores 
Captain Gene Mauch (Michael 
Keaton), desperate to be 
included on a case involving 
multi-millionaire David Ershon 
(Steve Coogan). 

When his pleas fall on deaf 


ears, Terry drags Allen into the 
field with only a wooden replica 
gun for protection. 

The Other Guys gets 
considerable mileage from 
several running jokes, including 
Terry’s choice of car and his 
ability to pull insanely sexy 
women like his wife, Dr Sheila 
Gamble (Eva Mendes). 

The plot careers along at 
breakneck speed, unchaining 
itself from plausibility early on 
with the sudden and 
unexpected exits of Jackson 
and Johnson. Gags hit more 
targets than they miss, which is 
a blessed relief.

Forcing the issue just 
in time for Christmas 


WITH summer barely over, 
it hardly seems the right 
time to start thinking about 
Christmas - but if you want 
a splash of colour indoors 
during the festive season, 
now is the time to prepare 
forced bulbs in pots. 

You can have a mass of colour 
and fragrance indoors in winter 
with deliciously scented hyacinths, 
hippeastrums, irises, grape 
hyacinths, snowdrops and 
miniature daffodils, which can all 
be forced to brighten up your home 
in winter. 

Go to your garden centre now 
and look out for bulbs marked 
‘prepared’, which are specially 
adapted to bloom earlier than 
usual. 

Prepared bulbs have been given 
an artificial cold period for a 
number of weeks in conditions that 
imitate winter to speed up the 
natural flowering cycle. 

For me, the hyacinth is probably 
the best bulb for forcing. Its 
fragrance will fill a room and the 
choice of colours available is vast, 
from white, to pink, red, deep 
purple and almost every hue in 
between. 

Bulbs should be planted in

bowls filled with moist bulb fibre, 
close together so they are not quite 
touching one another, and with 
their growing tips just sticking out 
above the top of the compost. 

Don’t firm the bulb fibre down or 
it may hinder the root system 
establishing quickly. Make sure 
you don’t overwater them, 
especially if the container doesn’t 
have drainage holes, or the bulbs 
will rot. 

They should be placed in a cool, 
dark place such as the shed or a 
closed cupboard in a cold room, to 
encourage the flowering stems to 
develop before the leaves. 

It also enables the root system to 
become well established. If the 
bulb fibre becomes dry at any time, 
water carefully between the bulbs. 

The bowls should be left in the 
dark for around eight weeks, or 


until the new shoots are around 1- 
2in (4-5cm) high. 

The flower buds which you can 
see between the tips of the leaves 
should just be starting to show 
signs of colour. 

Once they have reached this 
shade they can be brought out into 
the light, but avoid putting them in 
direct sunlight. They are best off in 
a cool room on a windowsill, but 
preferably not near a radiator. If 
you remove the bulbs too early the 
leaves will grow too quickly and 
will obscure the flowers. 

While most hyacinths will stand 
up on their own, I tend to put pea 
sticks in the pots to support the 
heavy flowers, which otherwise 
may droop prematurely. 

After flowering, the dead flowers 
should be cut off and then the bulbs 



can be planted outdoors and should 
flower after several years. 

You can also force hyacinth 
bulbs in water, in special glasses 
designed to hold just one bulb, 
with its base at water level. 

The bulb should be kept in a 
cool room and the water level kept 
topped up just below the bottom of 
the bulb. You will see that it soon 
produces roots which grow down 
into the water. 

When the flower buds start 
showing colour, move the bulb in 
its glass bowl into a warm, brightly 
lit room. After flowering, you just 
throw the bulb away as it won’t 
give you a good display in 
subsequent years. 

Some daffodils, including 
Narcissus ‘Paper White’, can be 
grown indoors in bulb fibre in the 
same way as hyacinths, although 
they do need more light and once 
you bring them out of the dark they 
can immediately be placed on a 
sunny windowsill. 

If you don’t give them enough 
light, they may become too tall and 
will need staking. 

Stick with the same varieties of 
hyacinths as some grow quicker 
than others. 

Single varieties of bulbs such as 
snowdrops and dwarf narcissi also

make more of a statement when 
planted en masse in pots. 

When Christmas comes and 
colour and fragrance fills your 
home, you won’t be sorry you 
made a little bit of effort with some 
prepared bulbs with autumn. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - 
Sedum spectabile (Ice plant) 

If you want to attract butterflies 
to your garden in late summer and 
autumn, look no further than the 


ice plant, a perennial which has 
pretty domed heads of pink flowers 
above thick, succulent leaves. 
Touch the leaves on a warm day 
and you’ll find them cold, hence 
the common name of ice plant. 
They are easy to grow, like lots of 
sun and well-drained soil and will 
provide colour where everything 
else has faded. Good varieties 
include ‘Autumn Joy’, whose pink 
flowers last a long time.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Q Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Q Send off change of address cards. 

_ Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ a Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
fj unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal.

AS George Michael is jailed for 
driving under the influence of 
a cocktail of illegal and 
prescription drugs, many 
more drivers could be putting 
themselves and others at risk 
by failing to recognise the 
importance of adhering to 
prescription drug warnings. 
According to a poll, one in 10 
drivers has admitted their 
ability to drive was impaired 
after taking medication, while 
3 per cent actually admitted to 
having had an accident or 
near miss when driving under 
the influence of prescription or 


over-the-counter drugs. 

12 per cent of all those 
questioned also admitted to 
not realising they could be 
breaking the law if they drive 
while affected, with almost a 
third of people saying they 
regularly take medicines and 
drive.

Trials: The Audi A1 e-tron 148.7mpg electric vehicle is set for further tests 

Audi to trial 
81 mph e-tron 


THE first six months of Mini’s 
electric vehicle (EV) trial is now 
up, and the figures don’t come 
up with anything too startling - 
and, as expected, show that not 
all trips could be made in the 
pioneering Mini E. 

Long journeys, or trips where more 
load space was needed, were all out for 
the limited-range Mini E, which is a two- 
seater. 

Meanwhile, Audi intends to put 20 of 
its A1 EV models, the e-tron, on trial in 
Munich, Germany, by the middle of next 
year to evaluate its performance. 

Munich’s electricity supply is about to 
spark 20 road-ready Audi A1 e-trons into 
life on the German city’s streets as part of 
an exciting pilot project undertaken by 
Audi AG in partnership with E.ON, the 
Munich municipal 
utility company Stadt- 
werke Miinchen (SWM) 
and the Technical 
University of Munich 
(TUM). 

Delivering an output 
equivalent to lOObhp, 
the lithium-ion battery 
mounted within the 
floor assembly in front 
of the rear axle of the 
A1 e-tron powers it to a 
top speed of 81mph 
and gives it a range of 
more than 31 miles in 
city traffic. 

From start-up it is 
classified as a zero 
emissions vehicle over 
this distance. 


A compact internal combustion 
engine recharges the battery when its 
energy is depleted. 

A small, single-rotor Wankel engine in 
this near-series production vehicle 
increases the range in exceptional 
circumstances. This “range extender” 
powers a generator that produces 15kW 
of charging power. 

If the range extender is used to 
recharge the battery, the A1 e-tron can 
cover an additional 124 miles. 

According to a draft standard for the 
calculation of fuel consumption for 
range extender vehicles, this represents 
a fuel economy figure of 148.7mpg,

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a j’ob - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.
